Slavens  at  lokyo,  transmitted  "by  radio  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Earlier  reports  indicated  that  the  1938 
yield  in  some  of  the  important  producing  areas  was  affected  "by  unfavorable 
weather  conditions.     ?ome  observers  report  that  the  final  production  figure 
for  1938  appears  some>vhat  too  high.

CHILEAN  BEAN  CRC?  PROSPECTS  POOR  POR  1938-39 


The  1938-39  dry-bean  harvest  in  Chile  is  expected  to  be  poor,  ac- 
cording to  recent  reports  received  from  American  Consul  R.  S.  McITiece  at 
Valparaiso.     The  prospective  decrease  in  production  is  attributed  to  smaller 
sowings  and  to  severe  drought  during  the  growing  season.    The  recent  earth- 
quake in  Chile,  which  occurred  near  the  chief  bean-producing  arc-as,  has 
retarded  harvesting  as  labor  has  been  diverted  for  reconstruction  purposes. 
It  is  also  reported  that  irrigation  canals  were  destroyed  in  some  growing 
districts. 

Varieties  of  beans  grown  chiefly  for  domestic  consumption  have  been 
affected  most  by  the  unfavorable  growing  conditions.     Crops  of  arroz  (rice) 
beans,  the  leading  export  variety,  are  reported  good,  with  prospects  of 
265,000  to  331,000  bags  (100  pounds  each)"  for  export  during  1939.     Crops  of 
red  kidney  beans  are  regarded  as  poor  with  an  estimate  of  110,000  bags  avail- 
able for  export  as  against  220,000  bags  in  1938.    Exports  of  cristales  are 
expected  to  equal  about  83,000  bags  as  compared  with  132,000  in  1938.  The 
surplus  for  export,  however,  may  be  further  reduced  by  increased  local  demand 
for  earthquake  relief. 

During  the  years  1955,  1936,  and  1937  Chile  was  the  leading  source 
of  United  States  bean  imports.     Imports  were  made  up  chiefly  of  the  three 
varieties  named  above.    United  States  bean  imports  during  1953  amounted  to 
80,000  bags,  as  compared  with  550,000  bags  in  1937  and  200,000  bags  in  1936. 
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Eecl'ict ion  in  imports  was  due  to  the  large  United  States  "bean  crop  of  over 
14  million  "bags  in  1937-38  and  a  record  carry-over  of  more  than  2  million 
"bags.     These  large  supplies,  coupled  with  a  reduced  demand,  caused  prices 
in  the  United  States  to  decline  to  relatively  low  levels.    The  lower 
prices,  in  turn,  increased  the  effectiveness  of  the  import  duty  on  foreign 
b  ean  s .

TOBACCO  CONSUMPTION  AND  STOCKS  INCREASE  IN  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 

The  year  1938  established  new  high  levels  in  the  United  Kingdom  vol- 
ume of  consumption,  imports,  and  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco,  according  to  a  re- 
port received  from  Tobacco  Specialist  P.  G.  Minneman,  London  office,  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.    This  fact  applies  especially  to  tobacco  from  British 
Empire  countries,  where  production  also  continued  to  increase  materially.  The 
factors  of  most  concern  to  United  States  producers  are  the  rapid  expansion  in 
production  of  flue-cured  tobacco  in  India  and  Canada  (see  table  on  page  74) 
and  the  excessive  accumulation  of  Indian  tobacco  stocks  on  the  British  market. 

Consumption 

Although  consumption  increased  above  previous  levels  in  1938,  the 
rate  of  increase  was  slower.     It  held  up  well,  however,   considering  the 
general  slackening  of  business  activity.    Total  leaf  requirements  of  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  in  1938  amounted  to  253  million  pounds,  a/  an  in- 
crease of  3  percent  above  1937  requirements  (see  table  page  75).     The  net 
quantity  of  tobacco  used  in  the  manufacture  of  products  for  domestic  con- 
sumption increased  3.7  percent;  but,  as  the  export  market  declined,  tobacco 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  produces  for  export  was  5  percent  less.  The

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increase  in  consumption  was  limited  to  cigarettes  and,  consequently,  to 
flue-cured  tobacco.    A  slight  increase  in  the  domestic  consumption  of  leaf 
is  expected  in  1939,  "but  prospects  for  exports  of  manufactured  products 
are  not  particularly  favorable.

Empire-grown  leaf  continued  to  make  up  about  one-fourth  of  the 
total  consumption.    The  use  of  Empire  types  increased  1.9  percent  in  1938 
and  amounted  to  52,2  million  pounds,  a/    The  consumption  of  foreign  leaf, 
almost  entirely  from  the  United  States,   totaled  200.7  million  pounds,  an 
increase  of  3,2  percent.     Very  little  Empire  leaf  is  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  products  for  export,  and,  after  allowing  for  quantities  used  in 
ships1   stores,  etc.,  trade  sources  estimate  that  Empiro  leaf  made  up  about 
23,8  -percent  of  the  total  quantities  used  in  the  manufacture  of  products 
for  domestic  consumption.     This  compares  with  about  24.3  percent  in  1937 
and  22  percent  in  1935.     It  will  be  recalled  that  the  percentage  of  Empire 
leaf  increased  sharply  in  1937,  owing  principally  to  the  introduction  of 
several  new  brands  of  low-priced  cigarettes  made  full-size  and  almost  en- 
tirely of  Empire  leaf. 

Consumption  of  Indian  and  Ehodesian  leaf  expanded  rapidly  in  1937, 
each  increasing  about  25  percent.     The  only  significant  gain  in  Empire-leaf 
consumption  in  1938,  however,  was  in  Canadian,  which  increased  about 
12  percent  compared  with  1937,    Consumption  of  both  Nyasaland  and  Indian 
tobacco  increased  only  slightly  in  1938  and  that  of  Southern  Ehodesian  re- 
mained around  the  1937  level.    With  the  present  large  stocks  of  Indian 
tobacco,   the  anticipated  heavy  imports  of  Canadian,  and  larger  crops  in 
other  Empire  countries,   it  is  anticipated  that  prices  of  Empire  leaf  will 
be  materially  reduced  and  that  manufacturers  may  find  ways  of  using  in- 
creased quantities  of  Empire  leaf  in  1939.

Imports  increase 

Imports  of  leaf  toba.cco  in  1938  reached  the  record  level  of  nearly 
346  million  pounds  compared  with  about  270  million  during  each  of  the  2 
preceding  calendar  years.     Imports  from  the  United  States  totaled,  over  257 
million,   or  about  54  million  more  than  in  1937,  and  Empire  leaf  accounted 
for  nearly  83  million  pounds,   an  increase  of  over - 25  million  pounds.

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British  Indian  leaf  accounted  for  by  far  the  largest  Empire  imports, 
totaling  nearly  33  million  pounds  in  1938,  an  actual  increase  of  a"bout  70 
percent  in  1  year.     This  "becomes  yet  more  impressive  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  practically  all  of  the  imports  from  India  are  in  the  form  of  strips 
and  would  be  equivalent  to  a  considerably  greater  quantity  of  unstripped 
leaf.     Imports  from  Southern  Bhodesia  also  increased  by  about  30  percent. 
Imports  from  Canada  amounted  to  more  than  16  million  pounds,  which,  al- 
though smaller  than  those  from  India  and  Bhodesia,  were  nearly  double  the 
1937  quantity.     Imports  in  1938  from  Kyasaland,   the  important  Empire  source 
for  dark  tobacco,   remained  at  about  the  1937  level.  ■ 

Large  exports  to  United  Kingdom  expected  from  1938  crop 

The  export  season  for  United  States  and  Canadian  leaf  is  in  the  fall 
and  winter  months  overlapping  into  parts  of  two  calendar"  years. '   Because  of 
the  fact  that  comparison  on  a  calendar-year  basis  therefore  does  not 
present  the  true  crop  movement,   the  following  compilation  has  been  made  to 
show  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  these  sources  on  an  export— year 
basis:

From  August  to  December  of  the  current  export  year,  imports  of 
United  States  leaf  into  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  168  million  pounds. 
These  5  months  usually  account  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  year' s  exports. 
On  this  basis,  British  imports  from  our  1938  Crop  may  be  somewhat  greater 
than  the  248  million  pounds  imported  from  the  1937  crop.     It  is  believed 
that  the  lower  prices  prevailing  for  better-grade  flue-cured  leaf  in  the 
United  States,   together  with  the  possibility  of  disturbed  shipping  may  be 
responsible  for  English  manufacturers'  building  up  their  stocks  at  this 
time. 

In  the  case  of  Canada,   it  is  still  too  early  to  predict  how  much  of 
the  1938  crop  will  be  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom;  but,  with  a  record, 
crop  of  63  million  pounds  and  increasing  consumption  of  this  type  in  the 
United  Kingdom,   it  is  expected  that  imports  from  Canada  will  increase  above 
those  from  the  1937  crop. 

All  stocks  increased 


Total  stocks  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom  on 
December  1,   1938,  were  at  the  record  level  of  568  million  pounds,   an  amount 
equal  to  an  increase  of  82  million  pounds  within  the , year.     On  the  other 
hand,   the  quantity  used  by  manufacturers  and  that  reexported  increased  only 
slightly.     Total  stocks  on  December  1,   1938,  were  equivalent  to  2.24  years' 
requirements  for  manufacturers,  and  were  from  2  to  3  months'    supply  above 
the  level  of  the  preceding  2  years.     See  table  on  opposite  page.

Stocks  of  foreign  leaf,  almost  entirely  from  the  United  States, 
amounted  to  425.5  million  pounds  on  December  1,  an  increase  of  about  14 
percent  over  foreign  stocks  on  December  1  of  the  2  preceding  years. 
These  quantities  will  supply  manufacturers  for  slightly  more  than  2 
years  as  compared  with  a  supply  for  2  years  or  less  on  hand  in  1936  and 
1937,     Although  stocks  of  United  States  leaf  have  been  increased  by  from 
1  to  2  months'  requirements,  they  are  not  excessive  in  relation  to  con- 
sumption. 

Stocks  of  Empire  loaf  in  the  United  Kingdom  increased  much  more 
rapidly  in  1938  than  did  stocks  of  foreign  tobacco.     The  December  1  figure 
of  about  143  million  pounds  was  25  percent  larger  than  the  corresponding 
1937  figure.     The  1938   stocks  were  equivalent  to  2.7  years'    supply,  an 
increase  over' the  1937  equivalent  sufficient  for  nearly'  6  months.  The 
greatest  increase  was  in  Indian  tobacco,  which  amounted  to  about  50 
million  pounds,  nearly  all  in  the  form  of  strips.    At  the  present  rate 
of  consumption,  the  stocks  of  Indian  tobacco  are  equivalent  to  the  high 
level  of  nearly  3.5  years'   supply.     Stocks  of  the  other  principal  types 
of  Empire  leaf  were  at  a  more  nearly  normal  level,   equivalent  to  between 
2.2  and  2.5  years'  supply. 

In  earlier  years  the  accumulation  of  abnormal  stocks  fore- 
shadowed eventual  increased  consumption  of  that  type,  and  it  is  possi- 
ble that  the  depressing  effect  of  the  large  stocks  of  Indian  may  result 
in  increased  efforts  to  find  ways  of  using  it.    Much  of  the  Indian  is 
held  by  dealers  and  consists  of  lower  grades  of  light  strips  offered  as 
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low  as  2.5d.     (5  cents)  per  pound.     Increasing  efforts  will  also  "be  made 
to  sell  this  tobacco  to  continental  European  countries  as  substitutes  for 
the  lower  grades  of  United  States  leaf. 

CHINESE  EGG  EXPORTS  DECLINE  II  1938 

Egg  exports  from  China  during  1938  were  substantially  below  those 
of  the  preceding  year,  according  to  information  received  by  radiogram  from 
Owen  L.  Dawson,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.-  -  The  principal  fac- 
tors causing  the  reduction  in  exports  were  (1)  disrupted  transportation 
facilities,  (2)  unusual  taxes,  and  (?)  inability  of  egg  factories  to  op- 
erate in  some  cities,  all  of  which  were  the  results  of  the  Si  no- Japanese 
conflict..    Eggs  represent  one  of  the  important  agricultural  commodities 
exported  by  China. 

Egg  exports  to  the  united  States  during  1938  were  the  smallest  for 
many  years.     In  fact,   since  1930,  when  the  United  States  increased  the 
import  duty,  imports  of  eggs  during  most  years  have  been  relatively  in- 
significant.   During  1938,  egg  exports  from  China  decreased  to  all  coun- 
tries except  Germany,  where  there  was  a  slight  increase.     The  leading 
centers  at  which  eggs  are  processed  for  export  shipment  are  Shanghai, 
Hankow,  Tientsin,  and  Tsingtao.    All  of  these  cities  at  the  present  time 
are  in  the  area  controlled  by  the  Japanese  forces.

Factory  production  was  higher  in  1938  than  was  anticipated  a  year 
ago.     High  prices  at  coastal  market  centers  attracted  a  larger  volume 
than  usual  from  nearby  districts.    Prices  at  most  interior  points  were 
relatively  low  throughout  the  year.     Factories  at  coastal  cities,  in 
spite  of  the  higher  cost  in  Chinese  currency,  were  able  to  export  at  prof' 
itable  prices  as  a.  result  of  the  depressed  currency. 

Stocks  of  eggs  at  the  principal  export  centers  at  the  present  time 
are  reported  somewhat  below  normal.     Exports  in  1939  are  expected  to  be 
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near  the  volume  of  1938,  according  to  the  radiogram  received  from  Shanghai. 
Prices  at  Shanghai  in  local  currency  are  now  approximately  25  percent  he- 
low  the  average  for  1938.    At  the  present  time  prices  average  from  30  to 
35  yuan  ($4.80  to  $5.60)  per  100  pounds.  \ 


The  recent  London  wool  sales  closed  February  3  with  prices  tending 
to  advance  over  the  levels  reached  several  days  earlier,  'according  to  the 
London  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     Compared  with  the 
prices  prevailing  at  the  close,  on  December  7,  1938,  of  the  previous  sales, 
the  current  figures  were  unchanged  to  10  percent  lower.     Closing,  price's  of 
greasy  merinos  and  all  descriptions  of  slipes  showed  relatively  less  change 
than  prices  of  other  descriptions  with  respect  to  the  prices  established  at 
the  previous  closing.    The  availability  of  cheaper  wool  at  London  has  not 
weakened  the  British  market  for  manufactures,  according  to  Gonsul  E."  E. 
Evans  at  Bradford.    The  lower  London  prices  are  reported  as  representing  an 
effort  to  bring  that  market  more  closely  into  line  with  the  developments 
noted  in  primary  selling  centers  since  the  December  London  sales. 

UNITED  STATES  TFADE  IN  HOGS  AND  POJR- 

Exports  of  pork  during  1938  took  on  a  more  normal  aspect  than  they 
had  shown  for  several  years.    With  a  total  of  about  103  million  pounds, 
they  were  larger  than  they  had  been  for  3  years  but  still  far  below  the 
predrought  volume.    Net  exports  in  1938  amounted  to  only  about  50  million 
pounds,  as  imports  continued  greatly  to  exceed  average  imports  prior  to 
1936.     In  1937,  net  imports  amounted  to  some  6  million  pounds  and  were  the 
highest  on  record.  With  domestic  production  expanding,  however,  declining 
imports  are  in  prospect. 

Cured  pork  represents  the  principal  item  of  both  the  import  (includ- 
ing canned)  and  the  export  trade,  with  net  exports  in  1938  totaling  about 
19  million  pounds.    The  principal  outlet  for  American  cured  pork  has  always 
been  the  United  Kingdom.    Exports  to  that  country  during  1938  were  larger  than 
they  had  been  since  1935  and  totaled  49  million  pounds,  or  77  percent  of 
total  exports.     In  1938,  for  the  first  time  since  1934,  the  cured-pork  quota 
granted  by  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  United  States  was  filled.    Under  the 
recent  trade  agreement  between  the  two  countries,  the  United  States  in  1939 
will  be  permitted  to  ship  56  million  pounds  of  ham  alone,  12  million  pounds, 
or  27  percent,  more  ham  than  was  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  the 
United  States  in  1938.     In  addition,  the  United  States  will  be  allotted 
0.85  percent  of  the  total  bacon  quota  granted  by  the  United  Kingdom  to  the 
principal  supplying  countries  during  1939. 

Exports  of  lard  during  1938  were  nearly  twice  as  large  as  they  were 
in  any  of  the  3  previous  years  and  represented  about  19  percent  of  the 
considerably  increased  domestic  production.     The  United  Kingdom  absorbed 
approximately  61  percent  of  the  exports,  with  23  percent  going  to  Cuba.

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UNITED  STATES  IMPORTS  OF  CATTLE  AND  BEEF 

Imports  of  cattle  into  the  United  States  during  1938  totaled  424,022 
head,  with  a  total  live  weight  of  241,356,000  pounds.     Though  this  repre- 
sented a  reduction  of  14  percent  in  number  and  of  15  percent  in  live  weight 
from  comparahle  imports  in  1937,  1938  imports  were  among  the  largest  since 
the  war  period. 

A  considerably  higher  percentage  of  total  imports  in  1938  were  rep- 
resented "by  nonquota  cattle  than  in  the  previous  year.     These  cattle  were 
practically  all  from  Mexico  (96  percent),  whereas  a  year  earlier  22 
percent  of  this  class  came  from  Canada.    Mexico. 's  participation  in  the  heavy 
slaughter  cattle  quota  was  also  much  larger  in  1938,  40  percent  of  those  im- 
ports having  come  from  Mexico  compared  with  only  14  percent  the  year  before. 
The  average  weight  of  the  quota  cattle  from  Mexico,  however,  was  about 
790  pounds  compared  with  1,052  pounds  for  those  from  Canada,   so  that  of 
the  total  by  weight  Mexico  furnished  less  than  33  percent.    Nearly  all  of 
the  imports  from  Mexico  were  of  feeder  cattle. 

The  1938  low- duty  import  quota  for  cattle  weighing  700  pounds  or 
more,   excluding  dairy  cows,  was  80.4  percent  filled.     In  1937,   the  quota 
was  filled  by  the  middle  of  August,  and  thereafter  some  27,000  head  came  in 
at  the  higher  rate  of  duty,  3  cents,  imposed  by  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930. 
The  quota  for  calves,  which  in  1937  was  exhausted  by  the  middle  of  June, 
was  this  past  year  filled  only  to  the  extent  of  92  percent.     Though  the 
Mexican  contribution  to  these  imports  was  considerably  larger  than  in  1937, 
96  percent  were  of  Canadian  origin.     The  quota  for  dairy  cows  was,  as  in 
the  preceding  2  years,  only  about  a  third  used,  with  all  the  imports  coming 
from  Canada.    Failure  to  utilize  this  quota  has  resulted  in  its  abandonment 
under  the  new  Canadian  agreement.    Dairy  cows  weighing  700  pounds  or  more 
may  be  imported  in  unlimited  numbers  at  the  1.5-cent  duty.     Such  imports 
are  not  counted  in  the  main  quota  for  cattle  weighing  700  pounds  or  more. 

The  greater  participation  of  Mexico  in  the  main  cattle  quota,  as 
well  as  the  increased  shipments  from  that  country  of  nonquota  cattle  weigh- 
ing between  175  and  699  pounds,  was  probably  in  response  to  the  sustained 
demand  for  feeder  stock  in  the  United  States  and  the  well-maintained  price 
for  such  cattle  compared  with  prices  prevailing  in  1937.     Currency  exchange 
also  favored  exports  from  Mexico.    Prices  for  the  heavier  slaughter  cattle, 
such  as  originate  in  Canada,  however,  were  maintained  throughout  most  of 
1938  at  levels  considerably  below  those  of  1937. 

The  lower  consumer  demand  during  1938  was  reflected  in  smaller  im- 
ports of  other  types  of  beef,  chief  among  which  is  canned  beef.  Imports 
of  this  commodity  v/ere  10  percent  below  those  of  each  of  the  2  previous 
years,  though  slightly  above  1935  imports.     Imports  of  pickled  and  fresh 
beef  and  veal  were  equal  to  only  about  50  percent  of  the  comparable  1936 
and  1937  imports.

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INTERNATIONAL  TRAPS  IK  COTTON 

Exports  of  cotton  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  during  the 
first  4  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  (August-November)  totaled 
3,719,000  bales,  or  11  percent  below  the  figure  for  the  same  months  of  last 
season.     The  United  States  share  of  this  total  dropped  to  44  percent  com- 
pared with  62  percent  the  preceding  year  and  an  average  of  74  percent  for 
the  10  years  1923-1932.     European  markets  took  1,119,000  bales  of  United 
States  cotton,  or  48  percent  of  the  amount  taken  in  1937.    United  States 
exports  to  Japan  increased  by  269,000  bales  in  1938  over  1937.     The  1938 
figure  (358,000  bales)  is  just  over  half  the  amount  taken  by  Japan  during 
the  same  period  in  1936  and  29  percent  below  the  figure  for  the  10-year 
average  1923-1932. 

Exports  of  cotton  from  British  India  and  Brazil  increased  by  95  per- 
cent and  20  percent,   respectively,  over  their  1937  levels,  while  those  from 
all  other  countries  declined.    All  countries  increased  their  exports  to  Japan, 
but  there  was  a  drop  in  the  amount  taken  by  most  European  countries.

The  decline  in  supplementary  (or  "competitive")  agricultural  products 
was  considerably  greater  than  that  in  other  types  of  imports;  since  the 
supplementary  imports  are  the  only  ones  influenced  by  the  increase  that 
has  continued  to  take  place  in  United  States  supplies  of  domestic  farm 
products.

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The  value  of  imports  of  supplementary  agricultural  products  during 

the  5  months  ended  with  December  was  32  percent  below  those  of  the  cor-  

responding  period  a  year  earlier.    The  decline  was  fairly  general,  affect- 
ing both  that  group  of  commodities  (including  sugar,  wool,  and  hides  and 
skins)  imports  of  which  follow  general  domestic  economic  conditions  closely, 
and  that  group  (including  cattle,  dairy  and  egg  products,  meats,,  and  grains) 
imports  of  which  react  most  noticeably  to  domestic  supplies  of  similar  prod- 
ucts in  the  United  States.    A  conspicuous  exception  to.  .the  general  decline 
occurred  in  the  case  of  tobacco-leaf  imports,  which  rose  fro-m  -30  -million  ■ 
pounds,  valued  at  $16,000,000  during  the.  first  6.  months,  of  -1937-38  to-  34 
million  pounds,  valued  at  $19,000,000,  during  the  corresponding  current 
period.  i  ..  . 


Farm  exports  declined  13  percent  in  value  and  11  percent  in  quan- 
tity.   The  chief  cause  of  the  decline  was  a  decrease  in  cotton  exports 
for  the  two  periods  from  3,738,000  bales,  during- July-December- 1957  to 
'2,370,000  bales  this  season.     Commodities  othc r.  than,  cotton-  rose  7  percent 
in  value  and  29  percent  in  quantity.    Exports  of  corn  and  corn  meal  stood 
at  more  than  eight  times  their  corresponding  1937.  level.    Wheat  and  wheat- 
flour  exports  rose  about  4  million  bushels*  in  terms  of  wheat-grain  equiva- 
lent.
